INVENTORIES  are  mandatory.  They  must  be  filed  with  the 
Selectmen  on  or  before  April  15th.

1972 


To  think  one  is  able  is  almost  to  be  so;  to  deter- 
mine an  attainment  is  frequently  an  attainment  itself, 
however,  to  attain  in  one  year  the  knowledge  to  serve 
the  residents  of  Hampstead  as  well  as  my  predecessor, 
the  late  Charles  A.  Brooks  did,  has  been  truly  quite 
difficult. 

The  past  year  of  1971  has  for  the  first  time  in  100 
years  and  possibly  in  the  history  of  the  town  had  a 
woman  as  Town  Clerk.  Perhaps  this  could  be  called  an 
attainment  due  to  the  present  publicity  about  Women's 
Lib.  I  do  not  feel  that  this  is  as  important  as  other 
changes  that  have  been  made. 

Two  of  the  major  changes  have  been: 

1.  Setting  up  and  using  a  cross  index  filing  system 
which  proved  to  be  a  lengthy  and  time  consuming 
project  and  is  not  completed  as  yet. 

2.  Office  hours. 

The  State  of  N.H.,  in  the  fall  of  1968  became  a 
Title  State.  (There  are  only  8  remaining  States  of  52 
that  are  not  Title  states  in  regard  to  the  registering  of 
automobiles.)  This  has  proven  very  beneficial  due  to 
the  fact  that  it  is  next  to  impossible  to  register  a 
stolen  car  in  a  Title  State.

REPORT  OF  THE 
DUMP  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

The  Dump  Study  Committee  is  a  newly  appointed 
group  by  the  Selectmen  as  per  Article  15  of  the 
Hampstead  Town  Meeting  on  March  9,   1971. 


Copies  of  all  Vital  Statistics  are  sent  to  Concord, 
N.H.  This  was  not  done  some  years  ago,  consequently, 
many  record  of  births,  deaths  and  marriages  are  not 
available. 

The  time  may  come  when  Hampstead  will  have  a 
Town  Office  Building  and  the  office  could  be  open  on 
a  daily  basis.  The  Hampstead  Town  Clerk  is  paid  pri- 
marily on  a  commission  basis  and  if  anyone  is  busi- 
ness orientated  they  would  know  that  it  is  not 
feasible  to  keep  an  office  open  8  hours  for  $1.00. 

In  the  month  of  September  —  this  year  of  1972  — 
the  registration  permits  will  be  mailed  from  Concord, 
N.H.,  on  a  monthly  basis.  Your  registration  will  be 
due  in  the  month  of  your  birthdate.  Whereas,  you 
have  had  from  November'  'till  March  31st  of  the 
following  year  to  apply  for  renewals,  which  was 
actually  four  months,  you  will  now  have  only  one 
month. 


We  as  a  group  have  been  in  attendance  with  State 
and  Federal  officials  during  the  past  year,  investigating 
all  methods  of  solid  waste  disposal.  At  this  date,  the 
town  of  Hampstead  has  until  July  1,  1974,  to  start  a 
permanent  sanitary  method  of  solid  waste  disposal. 
This  date  was  legislated  by  the  Federal  and  State 
governments  in  relation  to  the  population  of  our 
town. 

At  the  present  time,  all  methods  of  disposal  are: 
reduction  and,  or,  compaction,  with  an  end  result  of  a 
Sanitary  land  fill  operation. 

During  the  coming  year  we  will  run  several  study 
and  control  methods  to  develop  cost  factors  for  the 
future  needs  of  our  town. 

You,  as  residents  and  taxpayers  of  this  town,  should 
be  well  aware  that  any  operation  will  cost  more  than 
the  present  method  does. 


I  would  like  to  thank  Mrs.  Carleton  Martin 
(Thelma),  who  has  done  an  excellent  job  of  assisting 
when  needed,  and  also  thank  the  residents  of  Hamp- 
stead who  have  been  most  tolerant  of  my  inexperience 
and  at  this  time  report  to  them  that  I  have  nearly 
exhausted  the  patience  of  surrounding  Town  Clerks,  as 
well  as  friends  in  the  State  Office,  in  order  to  better 
qualify  myself  as  the  Hampstead  Town  Clerk.

and  Windham  are  active  voting  members.  This  active 
commission  membership  amounts  to  83.4  per  cent  of 
the  Region's  population  as  a  whole.  During  1971,  a 
representative  from  the  Town  of  Kingston  attended 
monthly   Region  meetings  on  a  regular  basis. 

During  the  year,  the  Commission  completed  and 
adopted  as  a  guide  a  66  page  work-program  consisting 
of  existing  land  use,  existing  zoning,  initial  housing 
element  and  overall  program  design  for  regional 
activities    for    the    next    three   years.   The    eleven   town 
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representatives  to  the  Regional  Commission  have 
worked  jointly  with  all  member  communities  and  state 
officials  in  an  effort  to  establish  the  priority  needs  of 
the  Region. 

The  Region  has  proven  its  effectiveness  by  meeting 
on  time  the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  certification  deadline  of  October  31, 
1971  for  completion  of  water  and  sewer  studies.  The 
Region  is  certified  for  water  and  sewer  grants  and 
member  communities  are  now  eligible  to  receive 
financial  assistance  to  implement  their  water  and  sewer 
plans. 


In  May  1971,  the  Region  formed  an  environmental 
sub -committee  and  charged  it  with  the  responsibility  of 
investigating  on  a  regional  basis  all  environmental 
problems  whether  present  or  potential.  This 
sub-committee  comprises  representatives  from  all  of  the 
member  towns  and  has  been  meeting  on  a  regular 
basis.  The  main  problem  being  reviewed  by  the 
sub -committee  is  disposal  of  septic  tank  sludge  within 
the  Region.  The  sub -committee  has  contacted  state  and 
federal  officials  during  its  review,  performed  an 
analysis  as  to  '  the  extent  of  the  present  and  future 
septic  tank  sludge  problem,  estimated  the  quantity  of 
sludge  which  can  be  safely  disposed  of  over  the  next 
twenty  years,  as  well  as  the  various  methods  of 
disposal.  The  sub-committee's  review  is  still  underway 
and  a  report  including  recommendations  is  expected 
during  1972. 

During  1972,  the  Commission  will  actively  seek 
citizen  participation  in  its  activities,  review  housing 
codes,  undertake  a  regional  transportation  study  and 
complete  its  open  space  study  so  that  member 
communities  will  be  certified  to  file  for  federal  open 
space  grants. 


The  1972  budget  of  the  Region  includes  funds  for 
the  hiring  of  a  full-time  planner  (a  federal 
requirement).  In  1971,  the  Region  lost  $13,000.  in 
federal  funds  because  it  did  not  have  a  full-time 
planner.  With  the  hiring  of  a  full-time  planner  some 
time  in   1972  federal  funds  are  anticipated. 

The  Town  of  Hampstead's  share  of  regional 
expenditures  was  $1,494.80  of  the  $1,920.00 
appropriated  at  last  year's  town  meeting.  Hampstead's 
share  of  this  year's  regional  budget  amounts  to 
$1,800.00.

HAMPSTEAD  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
The  Hampstead  Conservation  Commission  was  estab- 
lished by  a  vote  of  the  town  in  March,  1971.  In 
April,  your  selectmen  appointed  the  following  members 
to  the  commission:  Mrs.  Thelma  Brown  (Ward),  Mrs. 
Sylvia  Burnside  (Richard),  Mrs.  Virginia  Duston 
(Donald),  Mrs.  Susan  Hastings  (Walter),  and  Mrs.  Cath- 
erine Robbins  (John).  Since  then  the  commission  has 
met  on  a  bi-monthly  basis  with  nearly  100%  atten- 
dance at  all  meetings.  It  was  soon  evident  that  the 
commissions'  problem  would  not  be  finding  projects  to 
do,  but  deciding  which  projects  should  take  priority. 
We  asked  for  your  help  with  these  decisions  by  pre- 
paring and  distributing  approximately  600  copies  of  a 
Conservation  Commission  Survey  Form  in  November. 
We  are  grateful  for  the  returns  we  have  had,  but  we 
would  like  —  and  need  -  more.  If  you  did  not 
receive  a  copy,  or  have  misplaced  the  one  you  re- 
ceived, please  contact  any  one  of  the  members,  and 
another  will  be  sent  to  you.  The  information  on  these 
returns  will  be  used  as  the  basis  for  our  studies  and 
projects. 


In  this  first  year  the  commission  has: 


Sought  advice  from  the  County  Forester  about 
possible  use  of  town  lands  for  educational  and  re- 
creational purposes. 

Discussed  with  the  County  Forester  a  possible  plan 
for  forest  management  of  the  Town  Forest. 

Joined  the  New  Hampshire  Conservation  Commis- 
sions. 

Met  with  the  Hampstead  Planning  Board. 

Attended  meetings  with  other  Conservation  and 
ecology  groups  in  Lee,  Moultonboro,  Somersworth, 
and  Rochester. 

Visited  the  Fort  Rock  Farm  in  Exeter,  New  Hamp- 
shire. 

Gathered  information  necessary  to  initiate  a  recy- 
cling program. 

Prepared  and  distributed  the  Conservation  Commis- 
sion Survey  Form. 


There  is  little  doubt,  that  the  Regional  Commission 
has  been  effective  in  bringing  the  communities  of  this 
region  closer  together  and  has  opened  up  avenues  of 
communication  vital  to  town  planning. 
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Prepared    and    submitted    a    working    budget    to    the 
Budget  Committee. 

Made   plans  for  a   continuing  shade-tree  planting  pro- 
ject to  be  started  in  the  spring  of  1972.

Disasterous  forest  and  brush  fires  that  destroy  hun- 
dreds of  homes  are  more  prevalent  on  the  West  Coast 
with  their  dry  seasons  and  strong  dry  hot  winds  but 
25  years  ago  this  fall  is  the  anniversary  of  a  disaster 
that  devastated  large  areas  of  northern  New  England 
leaving  villages  in  ashes  with  rows  of  cellar  holes  and 
chimneys  in  a  number  of  summer  vacation-home  loca- 
tions. Many  lives  were  lost  on  that  destructive  day  of 
October  23,  1947.  Nothing  could  stop  the  wind  driven 
names. 


ANNUAL  REPORT 
FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


The  town  of  Hampstead  for  the  year  1971  was  ex- 
ceptionally fire  conscious  and  careful  with  only  22 
calls:  7  House,  5  Car,  3  Resuscitator,  and  7 
miscellaneous. 

The  new  chassis  purchased  by  the  town,  and  re- 
placing the  1956  Ford  chassis,  has  been  outfitted  with 
a  tank  and  equipment,  thus  providing  better  protection 
for  the  town. 

The  department  purchased  additional  equipment 
including  two  Scott  Air  Pacs  and  a  floating  pump, 
which  when  used  in  pools  will  minimize  damage. 

Members  of  the  department  attended  State  Fire 
Schools  at  Laconia  and  Fitswilliam,  N.H.  sponsored  by 
the  Fire  Chiefs  Club. 

The  annual  Santa  Claus  Parade  was  a  tremendous 
success,  being  bigger  and  better  than  ever.  It  was  led 
by  our  Red  Phone  Operators  who  certainly  deserved 
the  honor.  Again  we  thank  you  operators  for  the 
excellent  job  you  are  doing. 

The  department  has  a  new  Chief  this  year,  Robert 
Letoile.  We  wish  him  much  success  in  the  coming 
year.

It  is  true  that  such  conditions  are  unusual  for  New 
Hampshire  but  they  happened  once,  they  can  happen 
again.  The  fuel  for  fires  is  all  around  us.  All  it  takes 
is  a  firebrand.  Only  by  cultivating  a  habit  of  careful- 
ness with  fire  at  all  times  can  we  meet  the  challenger 
of  protection  when  dry  conditions  prevail.  PLEASE  let 
these  reminders  be  your  guide. 

1.  NEVER,  either  when  walking,  riding  or  driving,  dis- 
card a  firebrand  -  a  lighted  match  or  a  glowing 
cigarette. 

2.  Always  obtain  a  permit  for  outside  burning.  The 
burning  of  household  rubbish  is  not  permitted  if 
your  town  has  rubbish  collection.  Burning  of  grass 
or  garden  litter  can  be  dangerous.  See  your  warden 
first. 

3.  If  you  camp  or  picnic,  be  sure  open  fires  are  allow- 
ed and  if  they  are,  put  them  dead  out  when  leav- 
ing. 

A.  Most  Important  —  Instruct  your  Children  in  the 
danger  of  the  lighted  Match.  A  lighted  match  and 
dry  grass  or  forest  Utter  is  a  dangerous  combination 
which  leads  to  destructive  loss  and  can  lead  to 
tragedy. 

The  past  year  -  1971  was  a  favorable  year  for  the 
control  of  fires.  There  were  too  many  fire  starts  in 
some  towns.  We  thank  those  who  remembered  and  ask 
others  to  heed  Smokey's  message.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  year  1971  was  one  of  the  busiest  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  Department. 

A  total  of  79  accidents,  37  home  and  camp  breaks, 
4  burglaries,  5  assaults,  43  snomobile  complaints  as 
well  as  numerous  dog  calls,  disturbances  and  motor 
vehicle  violations  were  recorded  and  investigated  this 
past  year. 

The  department  brought  a  total  of  47  cases  to  Dis- 
trict Court  which  included  burglary,  drug  offenses  and 
motor  vehicle  violations  all  of  which  brought  guilty 
findings.  At  present  there  are  five  cases  pending  in 
Superior  Court. 

To  help  curb  excessive  speeding  in  our  town  and  to 
help  protect  our  children  and  pedestrians  a  new  radar 
unit  has  been  purchased  and  is  now  being  used  period- 
ically on  all  roads  in  the  town.  Any  resident  who 
feels  there  is  a  problem  in  his  area  need  only  call  and 
we  will  set  it  up.  All  members  of  the  department 
attended  school  and  are  licensed  to  operate  this  radar 
unit.  Also  many  of  the  men  have  attended  school  in 
Plaistow  which  is  coordinated  by  the  State  Police  and 
covers  such  subjects  as:  new  laws,  court  procedures, 
arrest  techniques,  accident  investigations  etc. 

Our  most  serious  problem  during  the  past  year  has 
been  house  breaks.  In  order  to  help  control  this  we 
ask  for  the  cooperation  of  every  resident  in  calling  us 
immediately  if  any  suspicious  activities  are  observed. 

The  new  county  wide  communications  program  is 
half  complete.  We  have  two  new  radios  and  should 
have  the  remaining  two  by  early  summer.  When  this  is 
completed  we  will  have  seven  radio  equipped  units. 

My  sincere  thanks  goes  to  my  men  and  their  wives 
for  their  untiring  efforts  and  fullest  cooperation. 
Special  thanks  also  to  the  selectmen,  town  officials 
and  above  all  residents  of  the  town  for  without  your 
cooperation  and  information  our  job  would  be  much 
more  difficult.

The  Budget  Committee  has 
suggested,  and  the  library  trustees  concur,  that  an  explanation  should  be  made  to  the  citizens  of  the 
community  regarding  the  source  and   use  of  these  funds. 


Libraries,  due  to  the  nature  of  the  service  they  pro- 
vide to  the  communities  they  serve,  historically  receive 
funds  from  other  sources  in  addition  to  public  funds. 
The  funds  are  usually  outright  gifts,  memorials  given 
in  the  memory  of  deceased  citizens,  and  funds  left  in 
trust  to  provide  income  earmarked  for  the  benefit  of 
the  library.  The  use  of  these  funds  is  usually  restricted 
to  the  purchase  of  books  and  equipment  or  are 
designated  for  a  particular  improvement  or  purpose.  As 
a  rule,  they  cannot  be  used  for  operating  expenses. 
The  town  appropriation  usually  covers  the  operating 
expenses. 

Your  library  is  the  recipient  of  such  funds  thanks 
to  the  generosity  of  a  number  of  our  past  and  present 
citizens.  Consequently,  most  libraries,  including  ours, 
usually  carry  forward  a  larger  balance  from  year  to 
year  than  other  town  departments,  dependent  solely 
on  public  funds. 

On  January  1,  1968  when  I  assumed  the  treasurer's 
job  as  a  library  trustee,  the  library  had  funds  on  hand 
totaling  $2,790.03,  all  in  a  checking  account.  By  fore- 
casting our  monthly  and  quarterly  expenses  we  have 
been  able  to  keep  most  of  the  library  funds  in  a  90 
day  notice  savings  account,  at  The  First  National  Bank 
of  Derry,  thus  earning  interest  on  the  funds  until  we 
are  in  need  of  them.  Both  restricted  gifts  and  appro- 
priations received  from  the  town  for  operating 
expenses  have  been  kept  in  this  account  until  needed. 
The  interest  on  this  account  has  earned  the  library 
and  the  town  almost  $700  'in   the  past   four  years. 

Past  accounting  procedures  have  always  co-mingled 
all  the  library  funds  and  they  have  been  reported  to 
the  community  in  this  fashion.  However,  to  avoid  mis- 
understanding, future  library  accounting  after  1/1/72 
will  separate  public  funds  from  restricted  funds.  Future 
town  reports  will  reflect  this  change. 

For  a  number  of  years,  the  library  sent  funds  ear- 
marked for  the  purchase  of  books  to  the  Stale  library 
in    Concord.    Here    they    were    pooled   with    funds   from 


other  libraries  throughout  the  state  and  used  to  pur- 
chase books  at  a  lower  price  than  what  it  would  have 
cost  the  library  if  we  had  purchased  them  directly 
from  a  wholesale  distributor.  This  service  was  support- 
ed by  a  grant  from  the  Federal  Government.  In  1969, 
this  grant  ceased  which,  in  turn,  caused  the  State 
library  to  curtail  this  service/  At  that  time,  we  had  a 
deposit  in  Concord  of  $2,049.53  which  was  returned 
to  us  in  1969  and  1970.  Part  of  this  sum  remains  to 
be  spent  and  is  in  our  savings  account. 

In  addition,  we  have  continued  to  receive  interest 
on  library  trust  funds  totaling  $1,709.40.  Memorial 
book  funds  amount  to  $251.24  and  the  Friends  of 
the  Library  have  given  us  $1,800.00  during  this 
period. 

We  have  seen  a  number  of  changes  in  the  library  in 
recent  years,  both  in  its  operation  and  physical  plant. 
Our  growing  population  will  bring  about  more  changes 
in  the  future.  Circulation  is  growing,  and  use  of  the 
building  facilities  is  increasing  constantly.  This  trend 
will  undoubtedly  increase  as  we  progress  further  into 
the  '70s. 

The  library  trustees  are  mindful  of  these  pending 
changes.  There  is  much  we  can  do  to  serve  the 
community  in  the  future  and  plans  have  been  and  are 
constantly  under  discussion.  We  are  not  "building  a 
bank  account"  but  rather  make  the  funds  work  for 
the  benefit  of  your  Library  and  Town  while  we  are 
attempting  to  be  selective  in  our  efforts,  build  on  the 
excellent  start  we  already  enjoy,  and  spend  the  funds 
given  to  us  wisely  as  the  need  arises  for  the  future 
benefit  of  the  community.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

Growth  without  space! 

Once  again,  the  evergrowing  Hampstead  School  District  faces  as  its  major  problem  the  provision  of  space  to 
accommodate  not  only  growing  enrollments  but  adequate  curriculum. 

While  this  same  theme  was  stressed  in  last  year's  report,  the  absence  of  a  building  program  has  made  the 
problem  a  more  critical  one  this  year.  There  are  now  470  pupils  in  our  school  space  adequate  for  only  400.  We 
have  provided  and  will  continue  to  provide  the  best  possible  learning  conditions  for  our  pupils.  These  conditions, 
however,  do  not  permit  us  to  meet  the  requirements  expected  of  a  school  system  in  the  1970's.  I  am  delighted 
that  a  building  needs  committee  and  the  school  board  are  currently  studying  this  problem  and  a  recommendation 
to  district  voters  will  be  made  at  the  March  Annual  Meeting. 

I  must  comment  about  the  increasingly  serious  problem  of  financing  our  public  schools.  During  the  past  school 
year  we  have  witnessed  a  dramatic  reduction  of  financial  assistance  from  our  state  level  at  a  time  when  both  state 
and  federal  courts  in  this  nation  have  reiterated  the  principle  that  education  is  a  function  and  responsibility  of  the 
state. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  been  subjected  to  a  drastic  reduction  in  the  funding  of  state  educational  aid 
programs  such  as  foundation  aid,  building  aid,  incentive  aid  and  the  support  of  school  districts'  obligations  for 
social  security  contributions. 

Short  of  closing  schools,  there  has  been  no  alternative  to  absorbing  these  cuts  in  state  financial  aid  and  the 
problem  has  been  passed  on  to  the  local  property  owner  in  the  form  of  increased  school  taxes. 

The  five  New  Hampshire  communities  under  the  supervision  of  my  office  have  less  than  average  dollar  capability 
to  support  school  and  municipal  services  and  are  therefore  heavily  dependent  upon  some  form  of  outside  assistance 
to  insure  an  equal  educational  opportunity  for  our  pupils. 

It  is  unfair  that  the  quality  of  a  child's  education  should  depend  upon  the  child's  address,  but  this  is  precisely 
the   dilemma  we   face   without   help.  The  state  must  give  our  schools  more  money  and  distribute  it  more  equitably. 

I  hope  you  will  review  the  various  staff  reports  and  statistical  data  which  follow.  They  reflect  the  educational 
and  business  "state-of-the-school-district."  The  most  important  report  of  our  work  is  not  included  in  this  document, 
however.  That  would  be  the  progress  of  the  individual  child.  I  urge  and  welcome  you  to  visit  your  school  and  to 
learn,  thoroughly,  about  your  child's  progress  in  a  world  of  significant  change. 

I  should  like  finally  to  express  my  gratitude  for  the  kindness  and  the  support  extended  by  the  community  to 
our  education  family  in  so  many  ways.  Though  annual  reports  frequently  express  problems,  we  do  not  lose  sight 
of  our  many  successes  and   the  pleasure  wc   have  had   in  serving  the  Hampstead  community. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 

To  the  School  Board,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  citizens  of  Hampstead: 

Included  in  this  ninth  annual  report  of  the  Supervising  Principal,  will  be  reports  from  the  following  special 
service  personnel:  (1)  Reading  Supervisor,  (2)  School  Nurse,  (3)  Music  Supervisor,  (4)  Guidance  Counselor,  and  (5) 
Speech  Therapist. 

The  enrollment  total  for  the  Central  School  on  the  final  day  of  school,  June  17,  1971,  was  452  pupils.  On 
September  8,  1971,  the  opening  day  of  school,  there  were  473  pupils  enrolled.  This  figure  surpassed  projected 
enrollment  estimates  by  a  substantial  margin.  Many  of  the  classes  have  exceeded  thirty  pupils.  Lack  of  space 
necessitated  continued  use  of  the  former  high  school  building  as  classrooms  for  two  second  grade  classes. 

The  emphasis  in  curriculum  continued  to  be  placed  upon  the  development  of  interest  centered,  participatory 
activities.  Group  activities  were  prominent  at  various  grade  levels  in  Science,  Social  Studies,  and  Language  Arts. 
Individualized  Reading  programs  were  instituted  at  several  grade  levels.  In  these  programs,  children  are  encouraged 
to  read  a  large  number  and  variety  of  books.  Teachers  meet  with  the  children  in  individual  conferences  to  review 
vocabulary  development  and  growth  in  comprehension. 

The  elective  activity  program  was  continued  in  the  junior  high  school  with  staff  members  and  volunteers  from 
the  community  serving  as  instructors.  In  this  program,  pupils  select  activities  of  interest  to  them.  Among  the 
activities  available  were:  art,  wood-working,  sewing,  ceramics,  liquid  embroidery,  dramatics,  typing,  individual  Science 
projects,  school  newspaper,  physical  education,  and  chess. 

This  elective  activity  program  was  cited  as  an  innovative  program  in  the  New  Hampshire  Education  Association 
publication,  "Invert." 

The  staff  will  continue  to  work  together  to  offer  the  kinds  of  programs  and  activities  which  contribute  to  a 
positive,  happy  experience  in  school  for  all  pupils.  It  is  felt  that  notable  progress  has  been  made  toward  reaching 
this  objective.   The   work  will  continue   with   optimism   for   the   continued   development   of  each  child  in  the  school. 

The  graduating  class  of  1971.  received  diplomas  from  Mr.  David  L.  Morris,  school  board  Chairman,  at  the 
Congregational  Church  on  June   19.  There  were  59  graduates  in  the  class. 

Open  house  was  held  during  the  week  of  November   1-5  in  observance  of  American  Education  Week. 

The  school  athletic  program  was  comprised  of  soccer,  baseball,  and  basketball  for  boys,  and  basketball,  softball, 
and  intramural  field  hockey  for  girls. 

The  following  standardized  tests  were  administered  during  the  year:  Stanford  Achievement  Tests,  grades  4-6-8; 
Murphy-Durrell  Readiness  Test,  grade  1;  Otis-Lennon  Mental  Ability  Test,  grades  4-6-8.  In  addition,  basal  reading 
tests  and  a  variety  of  individual  diagnostic  and  grade  placement  tests  were  administered. 

The  annual  New  England  Reading  Conference  was  held  in  Boston,  Massachusetts.  Miss  Ann  Corcoran,  Mrs.  Linda 
Rothwell,  and  Mr.  Richard  Grey  attended.  Also,  several  other  staff  members  attended  conferences  and  conventions 
dealing  with  pertinent  curricular  and  administrative  areas. 

Transportation  was  provided  by  the  Timberlane  Transportation  Company.  Milk  was  purchased  from  Diamond 
Dairy  Farms,  Salem,  New  Hampshire. 

Physical  examinations  were  administered  by  Dr.  Raymond  E.  Moore  and  Dr.  William  R.  Hart,  assisted  by  Mrs. 
Kathleen  Rowen,  school  nurse,  and  several  volunteers. 

Educational  field  trips  were  held  for  all  grades.  These  trips  were  coordinated  to  relate  to  an  area  of  study  being 
conducted  within  the  classrooms. 

The  staff  of  the  Central  School  included  the  following  positions:  eighteen  classroom  teachers,  reading  supervisor, 
nurse,  music  supervisor,  guidance  counselor,  speech  therapist,  librarian,  supervising  principal,  secretary,  five  teacher 
aides,  two  custodians,  and  a  matron. 
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Funds  for  two  of  the  teacher  aide  positions  were  provided  by  a  federal  grant  under  Title  I  of  the  Elementary 
and  Secondary  Education  Act  of  1965. 

Reports  of  special  service  personnel: 

Reading  Coordinator  —  Miss  Ann  Corcoran 

As  reading  coordinator  at  Hampstead  Central  School  I  have  the  pleasure  of  working  in  a  very  cooperative 
situation.  I  am  a  resource  person  for  the  teachers  and  I  teach  groups  of  children  in  the  first  six  grades  on  a  daily 
basis. 

The  children  were  tested  when  school  reopened  in  the  fall  and  classes  were  organized  around  the  strengths  and 
weaknesses  of  the  children  according  to  the  test  results.  The  children  are  given  instruction  in  all  of  the  basic 
reading  skills.  The  materials  which  are  used  in  the  program  are  centered  around  an  individual  schedule  whereby 
each  child  works  at  his  or  her  level.  I  have  found  this  program  to  be  not  only  an  enjoyable  but  also  profitable 
learning  experience  for  the  children. 

School  Nurse  —  Mrs.  Kathleen  Rowen,  R.N. 

I  am  presenting  herewith  my  first  annual  report  as  school  nurse  in  Hampstead. 

The  school  health  program  is  concerned  with  promoting  the  total  health  of  pupils,  giving  appropriate  attention 
to  physical,  mental,  social,  and  emotional  aspects,  and  recognizing  the  interdependence  of  each  on  the  other. 

The  following  school  health  services  were  rendered  during  the  past  year: 

1)  Medical  examinations  on  all  pupils  in  grades  1-4-7,  pupils  new  to  the  school  and  any  student  participating  in 
interscholastic  sports,  were  done  by  the  school  physicians,  Drs.  Moore  and  Hart.  Any  defects  found  were 
reported  to  parents  and  followed  up. 

2)  Screening  tests  for  vision  and  hearing  were  done  on  all  pupils  in  grades  1-2-4-6-8,  pupils  new  to  the  school, 
and  any  pupil  referred  by  parent,  physician,  or  classroom  teacher. 

3)  All  students  were  weighed  and  measured  for  an  appraisal  of  physical  growth. 

4)  Color  perception  testing  was  done  on  all  pupils  of  grade  five  and  all  new  students  above  that  grade. 

5)  All  school  personnel  received  a  Tine  Skin  Test  for  tuberculosis. 

6)  Pre-school  registration  was  held  in  May.  The  guidance  counselor,  speech  therapist,  and  State  dental  hygienist 
were  in  attendance  to  see  the  children  and  discuss  any  problem  with  the  parents. 

7)  Referrals  to  clinics  and   the  Mental  Health  Association  were  made  for  students  requiring  this  service. 

In  the  short  time  I  have  been  school  nurse,  I  have  found  this  position  to  be  very  rewarding  and  one  of  true 
happiness. 

1  am  especially  grateful  to  Dr.  Hart  and  Dr.  Moore  for  their  wonderful  cooperation  and  I  feel  we  are  very 
fortunate  to  have  these  two  fine  physicians  in  our  area. 

Music  Supervisor  —  Mr.  James  R.  Stewart,  Jr. 

The    purpose    of    music    education    is    to    assist    each    student,  commensurate    with    his    individual    capacity,    to 
appreciate,  understand,  and  respond  with  discrimination  to  the  aesthetic  effect  of  music.  The  activities  of  the  music 
program  have  been  chosen  because  they  contribute  to  the  realization  of  this  end. 

The  most  important  musical  skill  is  the  ability  to  express  oneself  through  the  use  of  the  voice  in  singing  and 
reading  vocal  music;  this  is  basic.  Everything  else  proceeds  from  the  vocal  skill.  For  tins  reason  the  emphasis  in 
the  music  program  has  been,  and  will  be  the  development  of  musical  literacy  through  the  growth  of  vocal  skills. 
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In  all  classes,  the  children  have  been  instructed  in  proper  methods  of  voice  production,  and  have  begun  to  learn 
the  basic  concepts  of  music  theory:  rhythm,  melody,  harmony,  form,  tone  color,  and  dynamics.  In  grades  one  and 
two,  the  emphasis  has  been  on  rote  singing  and  rhythmis  activities. 

Sight  singing,  using  numbers  rather  than  the  traditional  syllables,  has  been  introduced  in  grades  three  through 
eight.  It  is  felt  that  the  children  make  a  quicker  relation  to  the  reading  of  music  with  numbers,  with  which  they 
are  familiar,  instead  of  the  less  familiar  syllables.  The  syllables  (do,  re,  mi,  etc.)  will  be  introduced  later. 

The  art  of  musical  composition  was  introduced  this  fall  to  students  in  grades  five  through  eight.  The  method 
used  is  that  of  the  composer  Paul  Hindemith.  A  very  few  basic  rules  are  presented.  Using  these  rules,  the  students 
compose  melodies.  As  the  most  basic  rules  are  mastered,  more  difficult  ones  are  added  in  a  carefully  graded 
fashion. 

The  band  program  includes  at  the  present  time,  thirty-five  students  who  have  studied  in  previous  years.  Students 
in  the  fourth  grade  will  be  given  an  opportunity  to  join  the  band  this  winter.  As  in  the  general  music  classes,  the 
emphasis  in  the  band  has  been  musical  literacy,  with  a  special  emphasis  on  musicianship.  The  band  will  take  part 
in  the  spring  concert,  as  well  as  the  Memorial  Day  program. 

As  with  the  band,  the  emphasis  in  working  with  the  chorus  has  been  musicianship,  as  well  as  clearness  of  the 
text.  At  the  Christmas  program,  the  chorus  performed  some  two-part  and  three-part  music.  These  skills  will  be 
further  developed  when  the  chorus  performs  again  at  the  spring  concert,  on  Memorial  Day,  and  at  graduation. 

It  was  a  privilege  to  be  able  to  present,  at  the  Christmas  program,  the  teachers'  chorus  in  addition  to  the  fine 
work  done  by  the  students  in  grades  one  through  six,  and  the  junior  high  school  chorus.  It  is  planned  for  the 
teachers'  chorus  to  appear  again  before  the  end  of  the  school  year. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  of  the  faculty  and  staff  of  the  Hampstead  School  for  their  assistance  in  all  areas,  but 
especially  in  the  preparation  and  presentation  of  the  Christmas,  program. 


Counselor  —  Mrs.  Gail  Shinberg 

The  main  objective  of  the  Guidance  program  at  the  Hampstead  Central  School  is  to  develop  in  each  student  a 
sense  of  emotional  well-being.  When  a  person  is  able  to  realistically  appraise  himself  educationally,  socially,  and 
emotionally,  he  is  ready  to  adjust  to  the  world  around  him.  There  are  several  ways  in  which  one  can  strive  to 
accomplish  this  goal  in  the  school  setting: 

1 )  Individual  conferences  with  students  to  further  decision-making  abilities,  personal  and  social  growth,  and 
school  adjustment. 

2)  Class  meetings  to  acquaint  all  children  with  the  emotional  and  physical  changes  which  accompany  growth  and 
methods  of  adjusting  to  and  accepting  these  changes.  A  series  of  class  meetings  in  grades  one  through  eight 
will  dispel  the  myth  that  Guidance  is  for  students  who  are  in  trouble.  A  series  of  sessions  for  eighth  graders 
has  been  started  in  order  to  help  them  in  choosing  a  high  school  program. 

3)  Conferences  with  teachers  to  determine  the  best  course  of  study  for  individual  students. 

4)  Conferences  with  parents  to  coordinate  the  efforts  of  the  home  and  school  in  the  total  development  of  the 
child. 

If  I  may  be  of  any  assistance,  please  feel  free  to  call  me. 

Speech  Therapist  —  Mrs.  J.  Marie  Stevenson 

The  speech  therapy  program  was  initiated  under  my  direction  in  December,  1970.  At  this  time  all  children  in 
the  school  were  screened  for  possible  speech  difficulty. 
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Following  these  evaluations,  a  total  of  thirty-six  children  were  selected  for  speech  therapy  on  an  individual  or 
group  basis. 

An  additional  thirty-six  children  were  observed  to  have  very  slight  difficulty  with  some  aspect  of  their  speech. 
While  regular  therapy  was  not  indicated  for  them,  they  were  scheduled  for  a  brief  speech  improvement  course 
consisting  of  three  short  classes  of  concentrated  speech  training. 

Parents  of  all  these  children  were  notified  by  letter  of  our  recommendations. 

In  addition  to  working  with  students  a  speech  therapist  should  communicate  actively  with  teachers,  parents,  and 
the  community.  For  this  season,  two  teacher  workshops  were  conducted  and  parents  of  children  receiving  therapy 
were  scheduled  for  individual  conferences.  The  speech  therapist  also  took  part  in  school  programs  presented  to  the 
public.  Finally,  a  pre -school  evaluation  program  was  established  for  the  purpose  of  identifying  and  finding  help  for 
children  with  speech  problems  prior  to  school  entrance. 

I  am  grateful  indeed  for  the  interest  shown  in  the  speech  program  by  Mr.  Grey,  the  teachers,  and  the  parents. 
I  have  enjoyed  the  Hampstead   children  immensely  and  look  forward  to  another  fruitful  year. 

To  conclude  this  annual  report,  I  would  like  to  offer  my  warmest  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the 
Hampstead  School  Board  for  their  continued  interest  and  tireless  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  public  school  education 
of  the  children  of  Hampstead. 

In  addition,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Mr.  Robert  J.  Crompton,  and  Assistant 
Superintendent,  Mr.  David  M.  Brown,  for  their  leadership  and  support  of  the  Central  School  program.  Also, 
gratitude  is  offered  to  the  Union  office  staff  for  their  invaluable  assistance  and  cooperation  throughout  the  year. 

A   school   cannot  hope  to  develop  and  achieve  objectives  without  an  interested,  involved  staff.  We  were  fortunate 

to   have   people   of  this   type   on   the   staff  in    1971.    It  is  the  sharing  of  creative  ideas  that  helps  to  move  a  school 

toward    continued    improvement.    All    members    of   the   staff  will  dedicate   themselves   to   the  growth  of  all   children 
with  whom  they  come  in  contact   in  the  years  ahead. 

Sincere  appreciation  again  is  extended  to  the  many  parents  and  friends  of  the  school  for  their  participation  in  a 
variety   of  activities  within  the  school  program.  A  school  needs  the  interest  and  support  of  all  parents  and  citizens.
